MacArthur’s Bombers Blast 


New Nipponese Invasion

To trace the growth of the Sa­ 
cred H eart Catholic church of Ches­ 
ter is to w rite the life of its lead­ 
er—Rev. Fr. William J. Sauer.

with the then young priest's ar­ 
rival Dec. 15, 1902, when th e con­ 
gregation was so small the new­ 
comer conducted his first rites in 
a private home, and would con- 
tinup on down through th® four 
decades to the modern edifice now 
used by the flourishing congrega­ 
tion. 


17 Families Enrolled 
Forty years ago today: 
Rev. Sauer stepped off a train at 
the Chester First st. station to 
meet 
his new 
congregation. 
It 
consisted of 17 families, 12 of them 
paying and with only $36 in the 
treasury and no residence for the 
father. 
Rut the young worker was will­ 
ing. the field seemed fertile and 
the need great. 
So he rolled up 
his sleeves, so to speak, and start­ 
e d his new charge. 
The night of his arrival. Rev. 
.F r. Sauer addressed the congrega­ 
tion at the home of Patrick Burns, 
near the corner of Indiana ave. 
and Dunn st. 
At his suggestion, th e new par­ 
ish was called Sacred heart, and 
the first mass was celebrated at 
the B um s home on Dec. 21. 
The 
altar was built hurriedly, the pews 
'were 
of 
plain 
planks, 
without 
hacks, and the sacred vestments 
were kept in a grocery box. 
Trustees at the time of Rev. Fr. 
Sauer’s arrival were J. C. Calhoun.

In the spring of 1903 the little , 
room had become too small, and

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Crisis Approaching 


>Y the rule of things getting worse before they 
can become better there is some reason to be- 
* lleve that a crisis is approaching In dealings be­ 
tween government agencies and the public. 
OPA Administrator Henderson has been rapped 
on the knuckles for making certain rationing plans 
too complex and has defended him self in a manner 
that suggests he hopes to do better in the future. 
There has been an exhaustive Investigation of 
government questionnaires, most annoying .of all 
gadfly activities carried on 
without restraint by 
W ashingtonians and their deputies in the field. It 
is reported by under executive order all question­ 
naires and report forms henceforth must be bottle- 
-necked through the budget bureau, which may find 
it impossible to approve any but the m ost essential 
. ones. 
There promises of better things to come are the 
result of continuous complaints to congressm en by 
harried constituents. During the years when annoy­

•multiplication of annoyances incidental to the war,

purposes, threatens to do what never was possible 
when a businessman still could find tim e to answer 
one more of the dad-blasted things.

J OE GREW and old Doc Runyon are having a tough 
time trying to impress upon the people of the 
United States of America the magnitude and the 
seriousness of the war with Japan.

foot of the lost ground. 
It might be well to remind them that the Japanese 
flag flies on Kiska In the Aleutians, which is Ameri­ 
can territory, and that many of our soldiers are 
prisoners in Japanese hands and many of our citizens, 
men and women, are in Japanese internment camps, 
subjected to the grossest mistreatment. How, then, 
can any of our people be so benighted as to fail to 
recognize the vital importance of this war and to 
discount the menace of the brown barbarians?

But Chamber Bulletin Says 


Year So Far Better Than 


Same 1941 Period 


Tri-state 
business 
suffered 
aj 
"marked reduction” during Novem­ 
ber, compared with October’s rec­ 
ord. the East Liverpool Chamber 
of Commerce said today in its 
monthly bulletin to members. 
Bank clearing® and debits and 
sales tax receipts were consider­ 
ably under last month's figures, the 
bulletin showed. 
Sales tax receipts issued showed 
nearly a 17 percent drop and bank 
debits and clearings were down ap­ 
proximately 8 and IO percent, re­ 
spectively. 
Job Level Still High 
The industrial employment 
In­ 
crease still is above the level for 
1941, however, which tho C. of C. 
bulletin 
termed 
"encouraging 
in 
view of the dwindling labor force.” 
Despite 
these 
facts, 
however, 
business for the year to date shows 
an increase over 1941 in the first 
l l months, the bulletin stated. 
"As yet no serious difficulty is 
being experienced in securing raw 
materials and many district plants 
have expanded their labor forcp to 
take in women on jobs that form­ 
erly were done only by men,” the 
bulletin also pointed out. 
The decrease in November in 
new car registrations as compared 
with October was not as large as 
it has been in previous months 
with a 30-percent drop listed in­ 
stead of the usual 90 or 95, though 
the decrease last year at this time 
was 91 
percent. 
O PA Changes Explained 
The bulletin, a monthly service 
to C. of C. members, also listed 
the changes in business personnel 
in the district, explained the latest 
in OPA requirements, gave instruc­ 
tions from the Office of Defense 
Transportation and reminded truck 
owners that Jan. 15 is the dead­ 
line for tire inspection of vehicles 
operating under certificates of war 
necessity.

The coming of the street car 
to East Liverpool 52 years ago 
marked tho turning point between 
the community as a village and a 
city. 
East 
Liverpool was 
recog­ 
nized as an adult. 
The 
town 
had 
been 
without 
transportation of any description 
and the installation of a street car 
system caused excitement. In fact 
lift people were so impatient for 
the new convenience that In April. 
1890, the Tribune printed this edi­ 
torial: 
•‘What's 
thp matter 
with 
our 
street car line—the one that was 
to be? Work was to commence six 
months after the passage of the 
ordinance. 
Almost 
eight 
months 
have elapsed-no sign of the uew 
system as yet.” 
However, according lo W 
B 
Nicholson, veteran streetcar oper­ 
ator. the first car was operated I 
over the new line on Dec. VS, 1890.1 
The line had been built by A. L. 
Jonson and Tom Jonson of Cleve- 
land. The latter was head of I he i 
Cleveland Railway Co. and mayor j 
of Cleveland. 
Those early days of street car 
operating In East Liverpool were) 
beetle ones, particularly when the 
weather was inclement. The ears

in straw lo their knees with hot 
bricks at their feet to keep from 
freezing 
Mr. Nicholson tells that the first 
Interurban ear from East Liver­ 
pool to Steubenville was operated 
February, 
nuts, and the line to 
Beaver was opened in February. 
1909. 
The Pleasant Height# and Grand­ 
view lines were built in 1899. 
Tho first ear lo run over the 
‘•Hill road” between downtown and 
East. End 
was operated by the 
late W. 
II. "Doc" Thomas, who 
came from Cleveland as a motor­ 
man and rose to the position of 
general 
superintendent 
of 
the 
lines, ti position he held until 1919 
Car No. 255 was the last ear to 
run between East Liverpool and 
Wellsville and the trip was made 
.lune IO. 1939. It was operated by 
Mr. Nicholson vin the morning run 
and Dell Chertier from 1:05 p. rn. 
until midnight. This historic ear is 


now a diner on Main st., Wells­ 
ville. 
Three generations of Nicholsons 
have been employed ivy the trans­ 
portation company. In addition to 
W. B. Nicholson, his son, Roy, is 
morning dispatcher at the garage, 
and bis grandson. William, was 
employed by the firm until his in­ 
duction three weeks ago.

Senate Group Told Of Blow 


To Nazi Undersea Craft 


By The Associated Presa. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 
15-Infor­ 
mation obtained by the Office of 
Censorship 
through 
its examina­ 
tion 
of 
communications 
leaving 
the United States led to the break­ 
ing up of a ring refueling sub­ 
marines and may have halted Nazi 
submarine activity off the Atlantic 
coast, the senate judiciary com­ 
mittee heard Monday. 
The captain declared that sub­ 
marine operations off the coast 
then subsided, although he could 
not. say whether this was the re­ 
sult of 
the breaking-up 
of 
the 
ring. 
He cited the incident as justi­ 
fication for the censorship of com­ 
munications between 
the United 
States and its outlying territories 
—a censorship which 
has 
been 
under fire in congress. 
He said the Office of Censorship, 
headed by Byron Price, obtained 
Information 
which 
enabled 
the 
army and navy to identify certain 


persons engaged In refueling subs. 
Investigating messages w h i c h 
passed between these persons, he 
added, the authorities were able 
to spot six times the number orig- j 
lnally identified and some of them 
were located and arrested. 
Another witness, Atty. Gen. Bid­ 
dle said he has no doubt the pres­ 
ent censorship of communications 
between 
the 
United States and 
Alaska, Puerto Rico and Hawaii 
-is entirely legal. 
He recalled precedents in 
the 
Civil. Spanish-American and First 
World wars, but said the govern­ 
ment "would feel very much bet­ 
ter if congress supplemented and 
underlined the President's author­ 
ity.”
